A large number of the people whom $he 
has supplied with reading-matter are $hut-ins, and $he has 
had many grateful letters from- them. A large proportion 
of the papers and -books go to the far West, often to the 
home of some hard-working minister, who perhaps owns 
only ten dollars' worth of books, and who greatly needs the 
uplift of a religious review or the enlivening of a Current 
magazine. 

Sometimes a Struggling reading-room is helped, and 
s$ometimes papers and books are passed about, from fam- 
ily to family, throughout a whole community. In some 
cases Singing books have been furnished to poor Sunday 
schools and missions. The amount' of good this work 
accomplishes cannot be estimated ; but when we hear that 
the literature we send has put new courage into the heart 
of a lonely, disheartened woman, that it has stimulated a 
young girl 'to obtain an education, and that it has led at 
least one $oul out of darkness into the light, we get an idea 
of the kind of good it does. 

Characteristically inspiring and strong was the address 
of Mrs. G. D.'B, Pepper, of Waterville, Maine. The part 
of it which no one present will ever forget, was that in 
which she described Handel's Messiah, and then reminded 
us that our great Leader $tands in His place conducting 
the real oratorio of the Messiah, that for ages the vast 
chorus has been singing, and'that we should not be unsym- 
pathetic listeners, but should be a part of it all.

One of the $saddest deaths was 
that of Quay-lo, the policeman, who was 
baptized the Sabbath of the fire.

Suddenly, the first Monday in January, from hemorrhage 
of the lungs. I had worked very hard that day with 
household duties. Between four and five, as I sat writing, 
I thought, + How mournfully the wind moans!”

My guests numbered nine. After supper we must arrange 
places for Sleeping. We gave up owr bed because the 
room was warm, and made two more on the floor and on 


"the couch in the kitchen. © Every time we wakened, we 


heard them crying. Before day, the wife and sister, in 
their bare feet, were over to the church, wailing. They 
seem to think they ought to be Fold and . hungry at these 
times, and desire to bury all their best blankets with their 
dead; in fact, give away everything of value. I gave a 
Strong talk, Sunday, against these old Indian ways. "Of 
course, those who most needed the talk were not present, 
but the rest will hear if they cannot read the papers. After 
-breakfast Mr. Clouse made a coffin, and we covered it 
with calico. An. interpreter came, and Mr. Clouse said 
some things that scemed to } combat the bereaved very 
much. 

We have had four of these funerals here, and the month 
only half gone. The little city on the hill is rapidly filing 
up with these quiet occupants. It is $0 difficult to comfort 
and jastruct them, AGING $0 little of the language.
